That evening, we also hosted the first Cornelson Lecture at the annual William 
Plumer Jacobs Society banquet with the Rev. Bob Dunham, pastor of University 
Presbyterian Church in Chapel Hill, N.C., as the inaugural guest lecturer. His speech 
on having both a "reasoned" faith and "faithful" reasoning was, at its heart, affirmation 
of PC's stance in higher education as a church-related, liberal arts college. Living and 
learning in an academic environment that celebrates the life of the mind, the body, and 
the spirit is something we do well at PC and I'm rightly proud of our heritage merging 
both faith and reason. 

Later that same week, we celebrated Honors Day. Beyond the ceremony bestowing 
honors on students, we also include a symposium of faculty- sponsored student 
scholarship and research. During the day-long Honors Day Symposium our students 
present their research, their art, and their performances. We also ask a member of the 
faculty to give a keynote address. This year's address was delivered by professor of religion 
Dr. Bob Bryant, who skillfully reminded us not only of the power of liberal learning but 
also its impact on the history of PC. The word "Presbyterian," he said, is rooted in the 
Greek word "presbuteros" which means "elder" or - more appropriately in this context - 
a person who is worthy of respect and veneration. Dr. Bryant stated, and I agree, that the 
true worth of a PC education comes from those men and women - elders, if you will - 
who have chosen to teach and share their knowledge and wisdom with their students. 

As we transition to summer and prepare for the 2011-12 academic year, I take with 
me the lessons of this spring - on our mission, on our future, on faith and reason, and on 
liberal learning - and look forward to a season of renewal and growth.

PC holds 128th commencement exercises on West Plaza

As it happens in the natural course of 
things, heirs become responsible for the 
next generation. 

"So the faculty and I have one 
last charge to give you: you're the ones 
that we hand this place over to. You're 
responsible for helping us continue to 
build the spirit of PC. " 



Professor of the Year 

On Honors Day a couple of weeks 
ago, English professor Dr. Terry Barr 
counted as twelve students from an 
English 110 class he fondly remembers 
teaching four years ago walked across 
the stage to receive awards. They won 
the Biology Department's Award 
for Outstanding Senior, the English 
Department's Award for Outstanding 
Senior, and even the college's overall 
Outstanding Senior for 2011. For 
good measure, the outgoing Student 
Government Association president was 
in that same freshman class, as were 
seven students who would become 
English majors or minors. 

"It was the best freshman class I've 
ever led," Barr said. "Those students 
engaged with each other and with the 
works I assigned." 

It was only fitting, then, that on that 
same day Barr would walk across that 
same stage too, this year's recipient of the 
faculty's top award: PC Professor of the 
Year for 2011. 

"Getting Professor of the Year 
means more than I can say," Barr said. 

The English Department chair 
readily acknowledges that he has faced 
his share of challenges in the 24 years 
he's been a professor. 

"The PC faculty recognizes that our 
challenges and disagreements arise out of 
our passion for our work and for helping 
the college meet the demands of students 
and the world," he said. "To receive 
this honor now is even more gratifying 
because of my own growth and because 
many of the changes at PC that I have 
always believed in have come true." 

Barr, who earned his Ph.D. from 
the University of Tennessee, teaches 
many American and Jewish-based 
courses, including Holocaust Literature, 
Southern Jewish Literature, and the 
Modern British and American Novel. 
He asks his students to truly examine the 
story America has been writing about 
itself. 

"In doing so, we must examine 
closely the issues of race, culture, and 
religion in America and try to determine 
if our country has been fulfilling its 
promise and living up to its own 
expectations," he said. "And in this 
process, both my students and I continue 
to grow and re-evaluate ourselves and

what it means to be an American." 

The process is a challenging one, 
as Barr covers difficult terrain in his 
classes. Works such as Art Spiegelman's 
Maus, James Joyce's Ulysses, Michael 
Chabon's Wonder Boys, and Tova Mirvis' 
The Ladies Auxiliary are often the topic of 
conversation. 

"I know that my students feel 
challenged by these works," said PC's 
2011 Professor of the Year. "I also know 
that they don't always love the novels that 
I do. 

"But on their evaluations, and more 
importantly, in their prose and on their 
faces, I see evidence that these books, 
our discussions, and their own writing 
have impacted them, changed them, and 
maybe helped them decide that they, 
too, want to teach one day. That they, 
too, want to select the works that will 
pass on their love of teaching, reading, 
and writing to other young minds who 
are hungry for a vocation, starving to see 
new and different worlds open up before 
them." 

It all hinges on the challenge. 

"I believe it is important to challenge 
the pre-existing views of students, "he 
said, "to help them form their world 
views, and to encourage them to use 
literature in this process, as it is a true 
window to the world and into their 
hearts, minds, and souls." 

Such was undoubtedly the norm 



during that freshman class four years ago, 
the one that inspired those twelve award 
winners, leaders, and English majors and 
minors. And such has been the norm for 
all of Barr 's students over the years. 

"I have worked with Terry for 
twenty-three years," said Edmunds 
Professor of English Dr. Dean Thompson, 
"and the bedrock quality that has infused 
his relationships with colleagues and 
especially with students is a simple 
wellspring of kindness. 

"He cares tremendously for both, and 
everyone must be part of the family." 

Outstanding Senior 



It's been known to stun even the 
most confident Presbyterian College 
senior - the announcement of the new 
Outstanding Senior at Honors Day and 
the stunning realization that he or she 
will be asked to speak at commencement. 
This year's honoree, Anna Wade, wasn't 
sure she heard it right at all. 

"I was completely surprised - to the 
point that one of my roommates was 
sitting to my left and she literally was 
patting me on the leg trying to get my 
attention," Wade said. "She eventually 
said, You realize you have to stand up and 
go onstage, right?'" 

The Edgefield, S.C., native did 



take the stage, eventually, and delivered 
a speech reminiscent of her years in 
Clinton. 

"The thing that always stands out 
in the forefront is how PC has shaped 
my last four years, currently shaping the 
present, and looking towards the future 
what impact it will have," Wade said. "I 
tried to take in and absorb everything 
that PC had to offer me while at the same 
time giving back everything I could." 

Being a PC student isn't for the 
leisurely, in other words. Wade was an 
active member of the college community 
- singing in the PC Choir, serving as 
president of her sorority, Sigma Sigma 
Sigma, and serving as chair of the Honor 
Council her senior year. 

"I don't think there was ever a dull 
moment while I was at PC," she said. "... 
After my freshman year, I realized it's not 
just about getting involved but learning 
that you only have a certain amount of 
time here and giving back to PC in a way 
that means something to you." 

Also during her senior year, Wade 
elected to become a guardian ad litem. 
After law school, which she will begin 
this fall at the College of Charleston 
School of Law, she hopes to continue 
working as a child advocate. 

In the meantime, Wade said she'll 
remember her alma mater for all the 
"little things." 
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"(Little things) are the things that 
you remember - like the crazy things 
you did with your roommates," she said. 
"Like accidently turning off the power 
in a whole dorm. Those things stick out. 
A wonderful part of PC is wondering, 
too, who you'll keep in contact with. 
There are so many people I will still be 
in contact with, which is mind-blowing 
because I don't think I would have that at 
a bigger school. Not only peers but faculty 
members that I hope I'll be in contact 
with but I want to be in contact with 
because I know how much I value those 
relationships." 

ROTC commissioning 

PC's Army ROTC Highlander 
Battalion held its annual commissioning 
ceremony in Edmunds Hall on May 6. 
The event included, in addition to the 
commissioning ceremony, the PC ROTC 
Hall of Fame induction and presentations 
of the Captain Kimberly Hampton 
Leadership Award, the Wysor Saber 
Award, and the George C. Marshall 
Award. 

Three PC students were 
commissioned as second lieutenants in 
the U.S. Army. 

Derek Moore, a history major 
from Fort Drum, N.Y., will serve in the 
Chaplain Corps. 

Lindsey Trombley a sociology major 
from Ridgeway S.C.,will serve in the 
Military Police Corps. 

Bryant Warnock, a history major 
from Indian Trail, N.C.,will serve in the 
Ordinance Corps. 

Moore received the Wysor Saber, 
ROTC's most prestigious award, which 
is presented to the senior Highlander 
Battalion cadet who has contributed the 
most to the ROTC program throughout 
the academic year. The award represents 
outstanding leadership, teamwork, and 
commitment to a life of service. 

Moore also received the George C.

Nixon 
served the college for nearly 40 years as 
director of admissions, dean of students, 
and vice president of student life. 

His military awards and decorations 
include the Legion of Merit, the 
Department of Defense Meritorious 
Service Medal, the Meritorious Service 
Medal, the Army Combination Medal, 
the National Defense Service Medal, and 
the South Carolina Service Medal. 

"I accept this honor with a sense of 
humility and appreciation," Nixon said. 

He then advised the new lieutenants 
in the audience. 

"As officers, you will be responsible 
for everything that is done or not done 



in your area. I would encourage you to 
educate those directly under you through 
the chain of command as acceptable and 
unacceptable conduct and action. 

"By knowing personally what your 
troops are doing, and doing it with them, 
they will respect you for being direcdy 
involved," Nixon said. 

Lt. Col. Kelly J. Moore, a chaplain 
in the U.S. Army, delivered this year's 
commissioning address. Moore's 
assignments have taken him around the 
world, including service in Panama, Japan, 
Somalia, Haiti, and Afghanistan. 

Moore said that the United States 
and the Army have changed a great 
deal over the years and are constantly 
changing even now. He said that some 
things, however, remain the same. 



"Don't ever forget who you came to 
the dance with," he said. "What I mean 
by that is to love America. You're going to 
be sent away; don't forget who sent you. 

"You have the privilege to defend 
the liberties that Americans have.

"Love your country and love your

Moore said. 



PC awards four 
honorary degrees 

Presbyterian College awarded 
four honorary degrees at the 128th 
Commencement ceremony on May 7. 

The Rev. Dr. Stephen A. Hayner, 
president of Columbia Theological 
Seminary in Decatur, Ga., and this year's 
baccalaureate preacher, was presented an 
honorary doctorate in divinity. 

A summa cum laude graduate of 
Whitman College, Hayner earned his 
master's degree in theological studies 
from Harvard Divinity School in 1972 
and a master's in theology from Gordon-

Seminary in 1973. He 
earned his doctorate in 
1984 from the University of 
St. Andrews in Scotland.

In 2009, he 
succeeded Dr. Laura Mendenhall as 
Columbia's president. 

Performer and artist Irene Belle 
Miltimore of Darien, Conn., was 
presented with an honorary doctorate of 
fine arts. 

Miltimore has performed 
professionally with ballet, modern dance, 
opera, and light opera companies in New 
York City for many years. She is also an 
abstract painter who presented a one- 
woman show last year. 



Miltimore is active in civic and 
conservation projects in her community, 
including a project which provided 
baskets to Meals on Wheels. 

Retired printing executive and former 
PC trustee Joseph E. "Pat" Patrick Jr. was 
presented with an honorary doctorate of 
humane letters. 

Patrick served on the Board of 
Trustees for 13 years, serving as the 
group's secretary. A graduate of Vanderbilt

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Parris Perkins installed 
as PCs Dean of 
Religious Life 

Called to lead and encouraged to 
trust in Jesus, the Rev. Dr. Jeri Parris 
Perkins was installed on April 12 as Dean 
of Religious Life and director of the 
Cornelson Center for the Exploration of 
Christian Practice at Presbyterian College. 

Perkins, a 1981 alumna of PC, was 
called last summer to serve as the college's 
first religious dean and director of the 
new Cornelson Center, which was made 
possible by a lead gift from George and 
Ann Cornelson of Clinton.

But even Blue Hose, especially Blue 
Hose, Perkins said, are called into the 
world to serve. 

"You are the ones who are called to 
serve God and neighbor with everything 
you have and everything you are your 
whole life long," she said. "You are the 
ones in whom the core values of liberal 
learning - Christian faith, service, honor, 
community, and vigor - inform everything 
you do and how you do it." 

A phrase coined by PC president 
Dr. John Griffith - "moving without 
leaving home" - describes the journey 
communities of faith embark on, said 
Perkins. 

"The truth is, we must keep moving," 
she said. "To live and to grow, to change 
and to reform, to serve, to engage in a 
reasoned faith and faithful reasoning - 
that is the task of the Church of Jesus 
Christ. It is the task of this church-related 
college. We never leave home." 

The sermon for the installation 
service was given by Perkins' classmate, 
the Rev. Thomas L. Are Jr. '82, the pastor 
of Village Presbyterian Church of Prairie 
Village, Kan.

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Samples 7 Vance Lecture 
centers on 'Golden Rule' 



Presbyterian College alumnus Jim 
Samples '85 discussed the lessons of 
childhood, a professional crisis, and a 
pilgrimage as this year's Vance Lecturer 
on Business Ethics. 

Openly discussing his personal 
journey after a marketing campaign gone 
wrong that cost him his job as general 
manager of Cartoon Network and Adult 
Swim, the current president of HGTV 
said his education on ethical decision- 
making began, like most people's, as a 
child. 

"It started with my mother," Samples 
said. "... She taught us the Golden Rule 
- do unto others as you would have them 
do unto you." He jokingly added, "My 
father had an Old Testament addendum 
to that rule - he clarified the punishment 
that would be brought down on me if I 
ever strayed from my mother's Golden 
Rule." 

Bullied by a particular boy from his 
neighborhood, Samples said he learned 
eventually to see life through another's 
eyes. While he longed for revenge, he 
also understood that the bully's life was 
no bed of roses, either. Samples said the 
right decisions are not always so obvious. 

In 2007, a guerilla marketing 
campaign supporting Adult Swim's 
"Aqua Teen Hunger Force Colon Movie 
Film for Theaters" was launched in ten 
cities. In Boston, though, authorities 
mistook the LED displays for explosives, 
leading to a terror alert and national 
attention. 

"Someone in our office called and 
told me to turn on the news," Samples 
said. "There I saw it - a man in a hazmat 
suit removing our marketing materials 



from the side of a building in Boston 
- on national network television. . . . 
Never in my wildest imagination had I 
thought that our marketing plan could 
cause such a panic. But it did. ... It was a 
personal and career nightmare. It was the 
beginning of three sleepless nights as we 
dealt with the fallout of the marketing 
campaign." 

Samples took responsibility and 
resigned. He added that, despite years 
of a successful career, the event made 
him question his decision-making skills. 
Taking advantage of a rare opportunity 
to use the extra time on his hands, 
Samples decided to fulfill a long term 
ambition of hiking the Camino de 
Santiago, a thousand mile footpath 
through France and Spain that has been 
taken by millions of pilgrims since the 
Middle Ages. 

"For centuries, pilgrims have taken 
this journey to strengthen their faith, to 
ask God for miracles, to do penance, or 
in some cases just to escape or go on an 
adventure," he said. "At the time, all of 
those motivations seemed to apply to me. 
... It was the shock to my system that 
I needed to help me think more clearly. 
I was exhausted. I don't think I even 
realized how exhausted and unhappy I'd 
become." 

When he returned to the States 
a few months later, he accepted a job 
at Scripps Networks as president of 
HGTV. In his new role, Samples said 
he was soon immersed in his new 
company's core values - like integrity, 
compassion, humor, diversity, and shared 
responsibility. He compared these 
values to those exhibited by many of the 
pilgrims he met on his hike in France 
and Spain. 

"There was nothing particularly 
extraordinary about these people," he 
said. "They were just good people from

all over the world who were walking to 
Santiago just like I was. I realized how 
much we stand to learn from people when 
we take the time to hear their stories, to 
really listen, to observe their behaviors, 
and then allow them to teach us." 

Examining Confucius' version of the 
Golden Rule - "Do not impose on others 
what you do not wish for yourself" along 
with Confucius' charge to do so while 
doing social good - Samples said today's 
culture of "win at all costs" often runs 
contrary to those lessons. 

"Students are often told, go to the 
right school so you can get the right 
degree so you can get the right job so you 
can be successful," he said. "I say wrong. 
I believe that this kind of thinking can 



eventually lead to some of the unethical 
behavior we see in business. The pressure 
to compete and succeed at all costs rather 
than to pursue one's passions can push 
people into careers they don't want and 
certainly don't love. When people are 
primarily motivated by money, power, 
and fear, they are often tempted by 
unethical behavior. In contrast, people 
who are motivated by the pursuit of a 
personal passion often find both personal 
fulfillment and monetary reward." 

Samples encouraged PC students to 
follow the second path. 

"Doing the right thing for the right 
reasons, in fulfillment of a higher purpose, 
isn't just good business ethics, it's good 
ethics, period." 



Spradley honored 
for outstanding 
contributions 

Presbyterian College's most generous 
benefactors gathered April 12 in Clinton 
for the college's annual William Plumer 
Jacobs Society dinner. 

Former trustee and honorary 
degree recipient James W Spradley 
Sr. of Eastman, Ga., was named the 
Distinguished Member for 2011. His 
acceptance of the honor was as sweet 
as the confections he made as the 
former president of the Standard Candy 
Company. 

Declaring "tonight is not a pretty 
good night, it's a great night," Spradley 
said the letter he received this spring from 
college president Dr. John Griffith stirred 
a number of emotions. 

"It may be saying too much to say it 
changed my life but (my wife) Marilyn 
and I got really excited and extremely 
grateful," Spradley said. "... My wife and 
I sat back and discussed the letter and 
what it meant to us. We are exceptionally 
proud - not in the way of pride - but 
just old-fashioned proud. My feet didn't 
touch the ground for quite awhile. Our 
next emotion was humility. We didn't feel 
worthy. We didn't feel like we had done 
anything. . . . Lastly, there was a tinge of 
guilt. We began to wonder, did we give 
enough or did we give what we should?" 

Growing up in Georgia, Spradley 
said no one wanted to go to college more 
than he did. His father, a sharecropper, did 
manage to send him away to school for 
one year but couldn't afford to send him 
a second year because it was considered 
unfair to the rest of the family. Drafted

II, Spradley served in the U.S. Navy, where 
he learned of a new program - the G.I. 
Bill - which would give him the money 
to pay for a college education. 

"Can you believe how excited this 
country boy was?" he said. "... The only 
thing I had to do, the most important 
thing, was to survive (the war)." 

In 1945, at war's end, Spradley was 
offered officer training at Princeton 
University, where he would later enroll 
full time as a student and graduate cum 
laude three years later with a degree in 
economics. 

"Isn't God wonderful?" he said. "Can 
you believe three years of free education? 
And I got paid. Folks, I owe somebody 
something."

Enrolling in a graduate school program to prepare, Foltynowicz 
also went after a job to help him pay for school. At a firm in New 
York - a startup mutual fund with only $35 million in assets - he put 
everything on the line by offering to work for free. 

"I told the firm's founder that I wanted to work on Wall Street 
so bad, I would work for free and in three months prove that I'd be 
a good hire," he said. "He was shocked by my answer. I was hired on 
the spot." 

Foltynowicz' first experiences, though, were hardly as dramatic. 

"I wish I could say my Wall Street career started with all the 
glitz and glamour that you see in the movies," he said. "But the 
majority of my first few months was spent picking up dry cleaning 
and getting coffee and breakfast orders. But all of this was necessary 
because it's just like asking your parents for the car in high school - 
you have to deserve the trust. 

"These are baby steps to get them to trust you. That's all. Drop 
your ego at the door, get the coffee, do a good job and eventually 
you'll progress." 

Foltynowicz eventually made the management team after being 
invited to strategy meetings - tape recording everything, listening, 
learning, and researching. 

"Finally, in one meeting, they ask me what I thought about a 
stock," he said. "I did my work behind the scenes and knew this 
is what my job depended on. Either I get this right or I'm gone. 
The stock was at 60 cents. I suggested we buy $25 million in stock, 
even though we were only a $35 million company. We're betting 
the house. Within five weeks, the stock went up to $3.60 — $3 to 
my advantage. Needless to say, after making that call, my internship 
went to full time. I earned their trust and proved every day that I 
could handle more and more responsibility. I was making money for 
the firm and our assets began to grow." 

Nine years later, Foltynowicz is a partner in a firm that manages 
more than $3 billion in assets. 

"That's not bad for a kid from PC," he said.
